Eighteen months ago scarcely anyone had heard of 
Dr Hastings Kamuzu Banda apart from some 
4,000 patients who had attended his London 

He was a quiet, respect- 

able citizen, whose kindly bedside manner had 

made him immensely popular during 15 years 
of practice in England. :

and later, with thy help of more |- 


friends, he pald his way through 
the University of Chicaxo (he 
was the only non-white student 
and he graduated in history and 
political science) and Mecheray 
Medical College in Tennessee 
(where he qualified as a doctor.) 


But ambitious Dr Banda still 
nearched for more tearning. In 
1938 he left the States’ and went 
to Edinburgh where he = fur- 
thered his medical studics and 
beeame an Elder of the Chicch 
at Scotland. During the war he 
pinctised medicine in Liverpool 
and Tynemouth. In 1954 he be- 
gan to bulld up a busy practice 
in Kilburn, ‘London. 


His home was a roomy, threc- 
bedroomed scmi-detached houjec 
with n large well-kept garder 
It_bccame a popular mecting- 
plaice for deep-thinking African 
students, men of destiny like 
Kwame Nkrumah and Jomo 
Kenyatta, 


SUSCEPTIBLE 


But unlike these visitors the 
westernissd Dr Banda had no 
desire to return to: his country 
and carve a career in polities 
for himself, He preferred to 
continue his practice and work 
for Nyasaland fram afar. 


Through letters, bo inspired 
the creation of a Nyasaland 
African Congress and helped 10 
gutde it. And ho began to speak 
al pclitical meetings in 1991 
when oppesiiion over the pro- 
posed Contral African Federa- 
lon mounted. . 


Randa « fought bitterly and 
In vain, Federation came in 
1953 and two years later he 
decided to practise in Ghana 
where he could study how 
Africans dealt with new prob- 
Jems og thelr country came to 
the threshold of independence, 


Banda was stirred to further 
political action in 1958 when Sir 
Roy Welensky, Premicr of the 
Central African Federation, an- 
nounced Wat he Intended to de- 
mand Independence for the 
Federation in 1960, He now 
decidad to accept on offer td 
take over the leadership of the 
Nyasaland African Congress. 


As the Devlin report observed: 
"Dr Banda is'a man who jis 
éuscoptible to flattery.”: And the 
Congress extremists worked on 
that susccptidility. Banda was 
told In letters that Nyasaland 
notded “a Kind of saviour,” a 
kind of “hero to be hero- 
worshipped,” 


So, after 40 years of what he 
called “voluntary exile," the 
greying doctor went home. He 
had forgotten much of his own 
Janguage and when he stepped 
out of the plane into th: burn- 
ing tropical sun he shouted only 
one word: ‘Kwaca.”

Four thousand Africans 
danced and’ stamped and roared 
back: “Kwacal Kwaca! Kwacal" 
And to the chant of this slogan 
meaning “Dawn"— dawn of 
frecdom—they draped his ime 
maculate London suit in animal 
skins and carried han on: their 
shoulders to 2 car. 


Said Banda: “I am like Moses
